Af permit from the Seeretary ‘for 
Chinese... Affairs, 

Three ‘red flags, _which. were 
velzed by the Police at the ‘time 
of the accused's arrest, were pro- 
duced in Court by Detective Ser- 
geant O'Donovan. One of the 
hy which was stated to have 

ven carried by Chung Pang, bore 
tome Chinese ‘characters in white 
chalk, It was a slogan which, 
translated into English, read: 
“Oppose the Imperfalists who. op- 
press the Labourers!" All three 
flags were hoisted on bamboo 
poles, 

When charged Chan’ Kam said: 
“A man paid me $1 to carry the 
flags. I did not know what was 
written on them Deeauae I can- 
not read.” 

Chung Pang said that he had 
nothing whatever to do with the 
flags. 

The Sergeant said that Mr. 
Fitzroy was going to prosecute in 
the case and he had requested him 
to ask for a date to be fixed after 
next Tuesaday, 

Mr; Lindsell . pointed out that 
the .mén were charged three days 
softer their arrest and -asked why. 
{hey were not brought ° ‘before’ the 
Court earlier, | 

The Sergeant said ‘that they had 
to consult. -the Public Pro- 
aecutor to .dectde whether or not 
ta.churge the men under the emer- 
gency regulations. 

A_ Breach of the' Law,

DEATHS IN KOREA 


TERRIBLE DAMAGE 
AT NAGASAKI. 


Tokyo, Yesterday. 

The most furious typhoon for 
40 years having ravaged Loochoos 
and Kyushu, struck with unabated 
force southern .Korea at noon; ac- 
cording to a revert from Fusan, 

No'details ofthe damage or 
deaths in Korea are at present 
available. Even from Kyushu 
only a very fragmentary picture 
of the havoc wrought has been 
possible. 

The estimates of the dead and 
injured are still mere guesswork, 
but the authorities believe that 
the total casualties in Loochoos, 
Kyushu and Korea amount prob- 
ably to several hundreds. 

The majority of the casualties 
ashore ' are’ merely injured 
through’ the collapse of houses, |.’ 
but a heavy death roll ‘is feared’ 
when the toll of the storm is 
fully known. ,

THE SAILORS’ HOME, 


A CONRAD 
"LETTER. 


That extensive network of 
sailors’ homes and similar institu. 
tions now to be found jn so many 
seaport towns awes its true be- 
ginning to the Sailors’ Home 
which, was instituted in Well 
Street in the dock area. in the 
year 1830. It is exactly 100 years 
ago that a meeling was held for 
“settling the scheme” of the in- 
stitution, : 

The first recorded seamen’s 
welfare society in London was 
founded in 1819 by that’ good 
friend of sailors, the Rev. G, C. 
Smith, widely known as “Bos'n 
Smith.” From this there were 
rapid developments. In 1827 
some" retired naval . officers, in- 
terested i in the welfare of seamen 
using the London Docks and work- 
ing in conjunction with Bos'n 
Smith, hiref:a disused factory in 
ck Street in which straw heds 
were provided for 150 seamen, 
tovether with a daily distribution 
of bread; from this came the 
Destitute Sailors’ Asylum, and the 
Destitute Sailors’ Fund has helpéd 
133,000 homeless mariners since 
its inception and it is now man- 
aged in conjunction with the 
Sailors’ Home. The. establish- 
ment of the asylum made it clear 
that much could be done for sea-~ 
faring men’ if there were’, some 
place which, as the council’ can 
boast with justice-in, these days, 
might provide mariners ‘with a 
building which ia not only a home 
but also an hotel and club, 
where, with entire independence 
and ‘self-respect. men can -enjoy 


a iene for 500 seamen: ae a aite, 
nearly ideal, became available by 
accident. - On the west ‘side o' 
Well Street, Wellclose Square, in 
the heart of dockland, a theatre 


had been built for John Palmer 


(one of Charles Lamb’s ‘favour: 
ites) towards the end of the 18th 
century. Jt was called, the 
Royalty Theatre because it stood 
within “the liberty of His 
Majesty’s Fortress and Palace of 
This 
theatre was burnt in 1826 and in 
1827 2 successor. to be called the

and a church. The building was 
begun in 1880, since when the 
whole district ‘has changed for 
the better; but the Sailors’ Home 
and the. sanctuary it provided for, 
mariners must have helped large- 
ly towards the change. :

Four 
excellent meals are provided daily 
and refreshments at odd times 
can be obtained. There.is an ex- 
cellent barber’s shop and a 
laundry where clothes’ can be 
washed and returned within a few 
hours. Seamen, whether abroad 
or at home, can have their letters 
sent.to the home, and there are 
all kinds of. games, billiards, 
chess, and the like. 

In a hundred years the Sailors’ 
Home ~ has collected ~=many 
trophies. In. one way or another 
all the famous ships ofa century 
and most of the men who have 
served in them and written about 
them are recalled in’ the. old 
ledgers of the home. One of the 
most famous of writers about. the 
sea once took refuge within the 
home, his coat,torn from his back 
by pursuing crimps. And here is 
a letter from Conrad. The Mr. 
Weston to whom it is addressed 
was for 60 years in the employ of 
the home, and Mr, Newton and 
Mr. Bastard were also ‘on the 
staff :— : 

Dear Mr. | Weston (Conrad 
wrote from abroad in May, 1896),

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RAILWAY WORK TO BEGIN. NTH 
YEAR. 


TO COST $15,000,000. 


Shanghai, June 28, 

The wealth of the Three Eastern 
Provinces will be greatly increased 
ag a result of the completion of the 
proposed Mukden-Jehol Railway” 
along which there Is no less than 
700,000 mow of uncultivated Jand, 
including what {s believed to be one 
‘of largest coal mines In China, says 
the Eastern Times. 

The proposat to build this raflway 
was' brought up Ly the late Marshal 
Chang Tso-IIn whose Intention: was 
to construct it to facilitate the 
transportation of troops, says the 
Eastern Times, but the deceased 
leader's ischeme was frustrated 
through lack of fundse However, it 
is said, Gen. Tang Yu-lin, chairman 
of the Jehol Provincial Government, 
again brought the mattor ip with 
Marshal Chang Hsueh-Hang recent- 
ly and, after a series of discussions, 
a definite ‘decision to cénstruct the 
railway “Waa finally reached fast 
month. 

Members of the Communications 
Committee of the Three Eastern 
Provinces are now busily engaged 
in ‘surveying the proposed railway, 
which will be about 600 miles“Iony, 
and it is estimated that the cos¢ 
will be at least $15,000,000, Schemes 
have been drawn up by the Mans 
churian Authorities by which 
$5,400,000, and $3,600,000 of the 
estimated cost will be contributed, 
respectively, by the Fengtien and 
Jehol Provinetal Governmenta while 
the remainder will be paid. up by 
merchants of the two provinées, 

The Manchurian authorities -pro- 
pose to commence construction {m- 
mediately after the coming autumn 
and work. is expected ,to be’ coni: 
pleted within three’ years. When. 
completed, the railway will pass 
through such important citles ay 
Hsing Chiu, Pelpai; Tsaoyang, 
‘Linyuan, ‘Pingéhuan, etc. and the 
large ‘coal mining area of Hsing 
Chiu.—Ex, :

General survey of the mail and 
telegraph systems in thé Islands

According to a study made some- 
time ago by: postal - officials, ap- 
proximately 2,200,000 inhabitants 
living in more’ than 6,000 -small 
towns and barrlog do not enjoy the 
privilege of free mail delivery be- 
cause the post offices are too poor 
to employ the services of: letter 
carriers and'messengera, It {s also 
found that of the 1,000 muntcipali- 
ties in the regularly organized pro- 
vinces, only about 500 are provided 
with telegraph facilities, the rest, 
not reached by the telegraph lines. 
This is because of the fact that 
the bureau of posts has not been 
able to extend the lines and open 
new telegraph offices due to the 
lack of sufficient funda, = * 

Officials of ‘the dopurtment ‘ot 
commerce and communications and 
the bureau of posts are at present 


‘oveupied with plans for the reor- 


ganization of the bureau. In this 
connection, the activities of the 
bureau are also, being studied. 
Postal officials are seeking larger 
appropriations to carry on the 
work . of reorganization. Their 
slogan is “No money, , no reor- 
ganization.”
